CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Snipers armed with rifles, shot­ 
guns, carbines ami 
bayonets 
opened fire Tuesday on a police 
tow truck at the start of a night 
of terror that left IO persons 
dead, including three white po­ 
licemen and seven Negroes. 
Mayor Carl B. Stokes said to­ 
day that the violence, which 
brought 4,000 National Guard 
troops to restore order on Cleve­ 
land’s East Side, was the work 
of a “small and determined 
group.” 
He said FBI and military in­ 
telligence had warned him two 


days ago that there would be 
trouble here and in other cities, 
starting at 8 a.m. today. 
But the outbreak came Tues­ 
day night, when snipers opened 
fire on policemen removing an 
abandoned auto, touching off a 
gunfight as well as looting and 
burning. The tow truck operator 
was wounded. 
Stokes said authorities had ar­ 
rested Ahmed (Fred) Evans, a 
Negro, whom police quoted as 
saying that there were 17 men 
in his group and that he surren­ 
dered after his rifle failed to 


fire while he was aiming at a 
policeman. 
Stokes said his office had been 
trying to help Evans settle an 
eviction order that had been 
served on him. 
Before Stokes spoke at a news 
conference, the commander of 
the National Guard force said 
that he saw evidence that a 
Black 
Nationalist 
conspiracy 
was behind the shootings. 
Stokes said that when police 
came to the aid of the men on 
the tow truck, they came under 
fire from a nearby apartment 
building.

—19 injured, l l of them po­ 
licemen, one of whom remained 
in critical condition with a gun 
wound.

—A halt rn the sale of alcohol­ 
ic beverages in Cleveland and 
surrounding suburbs. 
—Mobilization of all of Ohio’s 
15,250 National Guardsmen with 
4,000 dispatched immediately to 
the state’s biggest city to help 
keep order. 
The three hour firefight with 
police began when the police 
tow truck rode up to Beulah 
Avenue and 123rd Street to 
“pick up a piece of junk.” 
The calm of the hot summer 
night—the temperature was SO 
—was shattered when bullets 
began pouring from rooftops, 


window’s, from behind bushes— 
and police rushed in many more 
men. 
It ended, except for the occa­ 
sional crack of a gun shot, just 
before a heavy thundershower 
about midnight cooled off the 
steaming streets and dampened

“This is not a m atter of air 
safety, it’s a m atter of air sur­ 
vival,” Sen. John C. Stennis, D-

million for the FAA. 
Hie action came while reports 
of delays in takeoffs and land­ 
ings at major airports through­ 
out the country continued to 
come in.

Reds Saigon 


Has Big Part 


PARIS (AP) — Ambassador 
W. Averell Harriman bluntly 
told North Vietnamese negotia­ 
tors today that to progress to­ 
ward peace “you must be pre­ 
pared to recognize the role” of 
South Vietnam’s government in 
working out a settlement of the 
Vietnam war. 
Harriman’s assertion in tile 
14th session of tile Paris peace 
talks followed directly on Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s Honolulu meet­ 
ing with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu of South Vietnam at the 
end of last week. North Vietnam 
regularly denounces the Saigon 
government as 
an American 
“ puppet.” 
Harriman told newsmen he 
had not seen definite evidence 
that the lull in the war around 
Saigon, which began in mid- 
June, was finally coming to an 
end. 
But he added: “What is dis­ 
turbing is that tile terrorist ac­ 
tions on theaters around Saigon 
have started again. People have 
been killed. I intend to call at­ 
tention to that.” The Viet Cong 
bombed four theaters in Saigon 
and nearby towns Sunday, kill­ 
ing 12 Vietnamese and wound­ 
ing 9L 
Going into the 14th session of 
the talks, Harriman said he 
would present to the North Viet 
namese negotiators the appeal 
issued in Honolulu by President 
Johnson and President Nguyen 
Van Thieu “ for a peaceful set­ 
tlement and an end of the vio­ 
lence.” 
“I intend,” he continued, “to 
point to the violence that is con­ 
tinuing on the part of the Viet 
Cong, and I hope this will make 
some impression” . 
Harriman and his aides aire 
also trying to find out whether 
North Vietnam is weakening its 
support for the National Libera­ 
tion Front and offering Wash­ 
ington a new lure among its 
terms for a final political settle­ 
ment in South Vietnam.

Hanes had never referred to 
his client as Ray until he met 
with newsmen after Monday’s 
arraignment. And Ray, hijnself, 
had used the name Sneyd as re­ 
cently as a week ago. 
On July 19, while Ray was 
awaiting extradition from Lon­ 
don, Hanes refused to ted the 
name of his client. “That is up 
to the prosecution to say,” re­ 
plied Hanes, a former mayor of 
Birmingham, Ala. “They made 
the charges and the allegations 
and they will have to establish 
his identity.” 
Ray, who has been identified 
as a Missouri prison escapee, 
was arrested at a London air­ 
port June 8—two months and 
four days after King was shot to 
death on the balcony of a Mem 
pbis motel. 
Ray was arraigned Monday

Spotlight on Tarlton 
Architecture of Village's Homes 
Reveals Ancestry of Settlers 


Rocky 


T h e outline of Tarlton village today is remarkably 
mdentical to the original settlement. According to one 
senior citizen, the age of the residences c a n be deter­ 
mined by their location on the land. The older homes 
are placed on the street. 
A stroll through the streets, of the village, the oldest 
in the county’s history, reveals the ancestry of its ori­ 
ginal settlers by the architecture of the homes and 
buildings — the" severe lines of the Lutheran Church, 
the compact New England salt box, the flourishing 
Victorian and those designed to be suitably functional. 
Each with a h isto ry all its own and inhabited by the 
friendliest of natives. 


THE BALLARD HOME — One of the older and more preten­ 
tious homes in Tarlton is the Ballard home. Completed in 1875, 
the 17-room residence is owner occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Rich­ 
ard Ballard, grandson of the builder. Tile first Ballard to enter 
this area was a doctor from Massachusetts who settled, married 
and practiced medicine in Tarlton. 


THE SHOEMAKER FARM — Another of the older of the more 
prominent family properties of Tarlton is the commonly re­ 
ferred to “Shoemaker Farm .” The name of Shoemaker is re­ 
corded in the earliest history of the village when a grant of 
land was issued to John Shoemaker of Pennsylvania in the same 
year as Tarlton was founded by Benjamin Newell who later 
sold the property of the town to Shoemaker. 


SCHWINN RESIDENCE — This unique residence served as a 
home and storeroom for merchant Schwinn, grandfather of (he 
late Charles Schwinn. The single dwelling is under one roof but 
contains no passageway to connect the family store and living 
quarters. It is one of Tarlton’s oldest homes, fronted by a brick 
walk undoubtedly as old as the dwelling.
